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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed 13 December 2007 is entered after final but does not 
overcome the 35 USC 1 12 2 nd paragraph rejection of claim 32. In the final rejection of 
1 1 June 2007, the examiner rejected claim 32 because the domed surface did not have 
sufficient antecedent basis in the claim. Though the instant amendments change "the" 
to "a", there still is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. The prior 
steps of the claim include batches of articles with their corresponding coating process. 
What follows, the limitation including the domed surface, has no connection or 
antecedent basis to the prior process. There is no statement indicating that the one or 
more articles processed in the method are placed on the domed surface, its wedges, or 
have any relation to the domed surface whatsoever. Therefore, for at least these 
reasons, the 35 USC 1 12 2nd paragraph rejection of claim 32 is maintained.
